POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY.

SITTING HENS. 

Writing on this subjectin the Weekly Trish 
Times the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
We are net inclined to give up the old- 

fashioned and natural way of hatching 
altogether, and there are numbers of 
poultry keepers who would never think 
of using an incubator. Those who use 
hens should always have in stock a few 
real good broodies that would come on to 
lay early, so that they would come broody 
in time.’ Ílens in their second year that 
have moulted carly should be fed well all 
winter, especially with meat, but no salt 
in their food, and kept warm to induce 
lroodiness. Among pure breeds, Sussex 
are of a very broody nature and make 
good. sitters and mothers, and so are Buff 
Orpingtons, but common cross-breeds and 
mongrels do well and are often the first 
to sit. If pullets of the sitting classes 
that have been laying for some time be- 
come broody, they may be used. We 
know people are sometimes afraid to trust 
to a pullet; but we have often used them, 
and fmd them allwight when they are of a 
broody strain. They do not, perhaps, 
stay so lone with the chickens as ros 
hens, but this does not so much matter 
when the chicks are brought through the 
critical period.

le appeal was against assessment made 
under the provision of Part V. of the Finance 
Act, 1920, in respect ot profits which arose 
in the accounting periods, Ist March, 1922, 
to 28th February. 1923; 1st March, 1923, to 
28th February, 1924, and 1st March, 1924, to 
Slst December, 1924. ' 

The Special Commissioners stated that the 
High Court had decided upon an appeal from 
their determination relating to earlier aceount- 
ing periods that the Dublin and Kingstown 
Railway Company was carrying on a trade or 
business or undertaking of a similer character. 
including the holding of investments within 
the meaning of Sub-Section (2) (a) of Section 
52 of the Finance Act, 1920, and was, there- 
fore, liable for the payment of corporation 
profits tax in respect of earlier accounting 
perfods in question. In that case—the Com- 
missioners of Inland Revenue vy. Dublin and 
Kingstown Railway Company, 17th May, 
1926—the question whether the Dublin and 
Kingstown Railway Company was carrying 
on a railway undertaking was not raised or 
referred to. 

It was now claimed by the appellant com- 
pany that during the accounting period the 
Dublin and Kingstown Company was a com- 
pany which carried on wholly im the United 
Kingdom—meaning Great Britain and Ire- 
land—under Article.9 (2) of the Inland Re- 
venue (Adaptation of Taxing Acts) Order, 
1923, No. 4 of 1923, a 1:ailway undertaking, 
and which by, or by virtue of, any Act, was 
precluded either from charging any higher 
price or from distributing any higher rate of 
dividend than that authorised by, or by 
virtue of, the Act, and that accordingly, under 
proviso (i.) of Sub-Section (2),. Section 
52 of the Finance Act, 1920, Part V. of the 
Finance Act of 1920 did not apply to the pro- 
fits of the Dublin and -Kingstown Company. 

The Special Commissioners- having dealt 
with the History of the Dublin and Kingstown 
Railway Company, which was established and 
incorporated by an Act-of Parliament passed 
in 1851, and referred to facts which were 
either admitted or proved before them, stated 
that counsel on behalt of the: appellant. com- 
pany relied, in support of his .contention, 
upon the judgment of the First Division of 
the Court of Sessions, Scotland, in the case 
of the Commissioners of Inland Revenue -v. 
the Edinburgh and Bathgate Railway Com- 
pany (1926), S.C. 862. The representative of 


tention, and submitted grounds why the judg- 
ment in that case should not be followed. 
The Special Commissioners arrived at 
the conclusion that the Dublin and Kings- 
town Railway Company was not carrying 
on a railway undertaking during the 
accounting periods im question, and was not, 
therefore, entitled to exemption. from cor- 
poration profits tay.

GALWAY OFFICIALS’ APPIAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH AND 
MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON. 

The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
Patrick Kelly against the Galway County 
Council was. resumed. . The. plaintiff, who 
appealed from a decision of the’ Galway 
Circuit Judge, was a land steward in the 
Ballinasloe Mental Hospital, having been 
appointed to that position by the Joint Com- 
mittee of that institution in 1914 under the 
authority the defendant County ‘Council 
and the County Council of Roscommon. - ‘tn 
that capacity he sued. the Galway County 
Council to recover £86 10s. 1d., which be 
alleged was due to him in respect of reduc- 
tions in his yearly salarvy-of £198 14s. from 
1926 to 1928. ‘The Circuit Judge at Galway 
dismissed the claim, andthe plaintiff in his 
appeal contended that the Judge was wrong 
in law in holding that the Minister for Loca] 
Government had power, by vittue of Section 
15 of the Local Government Temporary Pro- 
visions Act; 1925, to vary the rates cf 
remuneration of his employment, and, further, 
that he was wrong in fact in holding that a 
letter of May, 1926, was a proper exercise 
of the power which it was claimed the 
Minister possessed by virtuo of Section 15 of 

the Act. 

Appeals b-- other officers in the Ballinasloe 
Mental Hospital are pending, their claims 
against the Council for the recovery of the 
difference between the plaintiffs’ former 
remuneration and their reduced remunera- 
tions having been. dismissed on’ similar 
grounds. They alleged that their salaries had 
been decreased without their consent, and 
the question at issue was whether, in the 
circumstances, the Minister had power in 
law to reduce the annual sums payable to 
those officials. I 

Mr. Wood, K.C., and Mr. Conor” Maguire 
(instructed by Mr. H. St. J. Blake) appeared 
for the appellant; Mr. Leonard, K.C., and 
Mr. Micks (instructed by Mr. Conroy) tor 
the Joint Committee of the Ballinasloe 
Mental Hospital; Mr. McEnery (instructed 
by Mr. P. J. Hannon) for the Roscommon 
County Council; and Mr. L. O'Doherty (in- 
structed by Mr. L. E. O'Dea) for the Galway 
County Council. 

Mr. f. A. Finlay (instructed by Mr. R. |). 
Kelly) watched the case on behalf of the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health. 

It was contended by Mr. Wood that his 
client was an officer whose remuneration 
could not Le altered or reduced by an order 
of the Minister without his consent, as he 
held a contract of service with the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Leonard, in reply, argued that the 
entire proceeding in this case was based upon 
a misconception of the powers of local bodies 
in the making of appointments under their 
limited functions. The contract of service or 
the appointment of the appellant in this 
instance had been proved, and under the 
limited statutory powers by which County 
Councils and Joint Committees operated any 
contract made by those bodies was modified 
by those conditions, if there was a contract 
at all, which was doubtful. He pointed out 
that there was no contract of service between 
doctors and Boards of Guardians, nor with 
nurses in hospitals and-other persons in their 
employment. In the present instance the 
position was not consistent with the terms of 
uppointment before 1923 There was no 
regular coutract of service, and in the case of 
officials they were merely performing statu- 

duties. 
The hearing of the case had not concluded 
at the rising of the Court.

PRICE OF A FARM. 
COUNTY KERRY APPEAL. 


Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the defendant and appellant in the case of 
Jeremiah and John Keating, farmers, of Gur- 
rane, Cahirciveen, County n> i v. Maurice 
O'Neill, Letter, Cahitciveen. e action had 
been brought on a summary summons, claim- 
ing £473, balance of the purchase price of a 
farm, which, by agreement dated May 10, 
1929, the defendant agreed to purchase from 
the plaintiffs for £605, £30 5s. auction fees, 
and £19 10s. costs of the vendors’ solicitor. 

Mr. Justice Hanna had made an order 
directing that the plaintiffs should recover the 
£473 mentioned, with costs, and that the 
action for the £19 10s. costs—balance of the 
amount claimed—be transferred to the Circuit 
Court at the next sittings at Killarney as a 
separate action. 

he Chief Justice, in a considered 
judgment, referred to the judgment given 
atthe trial by Mr. Justice Hanna 
for the amount of the purchase money 
claimed, and transferring the claim for 
£19 10s. as a separate action for trial to the 
Circuit Court of Kerry. His lordship stated 
that in his opinion Mr. Justice Hanna had 
no jurisdiction to split the action up in that 
way, with the ‘result that there were 
to be two different courts trying what 
was originally one action, and two 
judgments and the costs of two actions 
With respect to the elaim 
for costs made on behalf of the vendors’ 
solicitor, he pointed out that Mr, Justice 
Hanna could have given judgment in the 
case subject to taxation, and when the Taxing 
Master had ascertained what the vendors’ 
solicitors’ costs were under the Solicitors Re- 
muneration Act, 1881, he could have given 
judgment for. the amount so ascertained, 
instead of transferring the actiom for costs 
to the Circuit Court, which he had no juris- 
diction whatever to do. 

His Lordship repeated that he was clearly 
6f opinion that in this particular case Mr. 
Justice Hanna had no jurisdiction to split 
the action in the manner described, that he 
might’ have sent the question of costs for 
decision to the Taxing Master, and have de- 
livered judgment, depending upon the Taxing 
Master's decision, with regard to the costs. 
He was also of opinion’ that the plaintiffs 
(the vefidors) were wnable to carry out the 
completion ‘ef the contract, and that they were 
not entitled to sue for the balance of the 
purchase money; and for that reason he 
thought that their whole cause of action had 
failed, and that the action should be dismissed 
with costs. 

Mr, Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, who delivered separate iudg- 
ments, Conctirred; but Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
expressed a somewhat different opinion “ith 
respect to the ability of the vendors <s to 
handing over: possessibn. 

The appeal was allowed, and the whole 
action dismissed with costs. 

Mr. Moloney, K.C., and Mr. Hungerford 
(instructed by Mr. P. B. Rosney) appeared 
for the.apvellant; and Mr. Fitzgerald. K.C.. 
and Mr, Binchy (instructed by Mr. Maurice

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
‘THIRTY-FIVE CLUB.” 


CHARGE AGAIN T DANCE 
HALL PROPRIETOH. 
| (BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

Richard Graham, dance hall proprietor, 
55 North Great George’s street, was” sum- 
moned for allowing a dance to-be held in 
his premises on November 24 last between 
12 midnight. and 4 a.m.,.although his licence 
did not extend beyond 12 midnight. 

Evidence was given by Sergeant Sullivan 
and Guard Kelly (C 116) that they had the 
premises under observation, and that wher 
the sergeant entered the house and asked 
whether an extension of the dance licence 
had been obtained, Thomas Graham, a son 
of the defendant, said that it was not neces- 
sary as the dan-e was private and run by a 
club. 

Inspector McGloin was then called, and 
told the Court. that when he called at the 
defendant's house at about 10.15 o'clock on 
the night following the dance to make 
inquiries the defendant told him that he 
would have to see his son Thomas. His son, 
however, was in bed, and the inspector could 
not see him, as it was too late. 

The witness valled-again on the following 
day and saw Thomas Graham, who said that 
the dance was held for the purpose of forming 
a committee in connection with a club. 
When this was done, he added, it was 
intended to hold a dance every Saturdiy 
night throughout the winter. There would 
be no charge for admission, but a ‘weekly 
subseription would be paid by each member 
to cover the expenses of the band and the 
renting of the hall. Invitation cards were 
sent out for the preliminary dance, and only 
invited persons and their friends . were 
admitted. 


INVITED PARTIES. 

The witness asked for the names of parties 
invited to. the dance. Graham said that he 
did not think that he had any means of 
finding out, but subsequently he said that 
he knew the names of two persons who had 
been invited—George Hornsby, of Bachelor's 
Walk, and Hubert Morton, who was em- 
ployed in a city restaurant. ‘There also was 
a Miss Black, but he did not know where 
she lived. 

In reply to Mr. J. Devlin (instructed by 
Mr. Campbell), for the defence, the witness 
said that Thomas Graham told him that the 
dance was held for the purpose of getting up 
a “ Thirty-five Club.” Subsequently he saw 
the rules of the club. 

Mr. Devlin asked for a direction on the 
greund that there was no public dancing, but 
the Justice held that a prima facie case bad 
been proved. 

Mr. Devlin then called Daniel Rochford, 
who said that his duty was to admit only 
persons who had invitation cards and to pass 
such persons. on to a small committee room, 
where their cards were “‘verified’’ by 
reference to a book of signatures. 

Cross-examined, the witnegs said that he 
was engaged on November 23 by Thomas 
Graham, who was the secretary of the 
“ Thirty-five Club.” About a week before 
the dance was held he had been introduced 
to George Hornsby and Morton, whom 
Graham described as members of the com- 
mittee. He got 2s. 6d. a night for his 
services. 

DEFENDANT EXAMINED. 

Thomas Graham, examined by Mr. Devlin, 
said that there had been discussions about 
the club for a year past, and on the Wednes- 
day before the dance a provisional committee 
was formed, so that to that extent the club 
was already in existence when the dance was 
held. The committee comovrised George 
Hornsby, Harry Hornsby, Miss Black, the 
witness's brother and himseM#. A book con- 
taining the names of parties to whom he sent 
invitations was kept in an office. At the 
time the rules of the club were ' under dis- 
cussion “; a week after the dance they were 
in print. The entrance fee was 6d. 
generally, but in some instances ls. 

Mr. Clarke—Have you got the books of the 
club here? 

The Witness—No ; 
necessary. 

In further reply to Mr. Clarke, the witness 
said that those who were invited to the dance 
that night paid nothing whatever. No form 
of application for membership was sent with 
the invitation card; the forms had not been 

t up then. 

The defendant was then sworn, and, in 
reply to Mr. Devlin, said that on the Wednes- 
day evening before the dance a committee 
was appointed, and the hall was ‘* booked "' 
y the committee, of which his son was the 


secretary. 
THE LICENCE. 

Mr. Clarke—Did you tell any of these 
people that your licence expired at 12 o'clock 
at night?

JUSTICE’S COMMENT. 

The Justice said that he found the offence 
charged in the summons pres. The penalty 
was one not exceeding £20, and the licence 
was liable to be revoked.. I‘id the defendant, 
he asked counsel, appreciate that he wis 
liable to that penalty and the suspension of 
his licence? 

Mr. Devlin—He took it that he had onty 
to meet the summons as to a disorderly 
house. 

The Justice said that he would give his 
decision to-day. Meanwhile the defendant 
could consult his counsel. The question 
which he (the Justice) had to consider was 
whether, having found the offence proved, he 
would suspend the licence, and that would 
be a serious thing for the defendant. 

Mr. Clarke said that there were six pre- 
vious convictions against the Fáil af 
between September 23, 1925, and March 10, 
1927, for being the occupicr of a hall where 
dancing was carried on without a licence. 
In most of the cases a fne of £5 was imposed. 


LICENSING CASES. 

A number of licensing cases came before 
the Court. 

Giving evidence in a case against Patrick 
Moore, licensed vintner, 37 and 38 Fleet 
street, Inspector O'Callaghan said that 
on hearing a noise in the premises ut 
2.40 p.m. on October 9 last—ten minutes 
after closing time—he looked through the 
window and saw men standing at the counter 
and Mr. Moore behind the counter. He 
knocked at the door and rang the bell, and 
was admitted after a delay of threo or four 
minutes. He told Mr. Moore what he had 
seen, and the defendant replied that the only 
peas in the place was a Mr. Keogh, who 
ad come to buy a carpet. The witness 
entered the bar and directed the defendant's 
attention to six measures on the counter each 
of which was more than half full of porter. 
Mr. Moore said that he supposed that they 
had been there before 2.30. In a room up 
stairs the witness came upon Keogh and saw 
a carpet rolled up. A window leading on to 
the roof alongside the next house was open. 

Mr. Keogh stated in evidence that he went 
to the licensed premises to purchase the 
carpet, and was brought up stairs to the room 
where he was found. 

The Justice dismissed the case, but held 
that it was a proper one for investigation. 


BOTTLES OF WINE. 


The defence in a case in which Patrick J. 
Kelly, grocer, Rathmines road, was charged 
with keeping liquor for sale, although his 
licence expired at the end of 1927, was that 
a number of bottles of wine were left on his 
hands then. and he kent them for the use of 
his wife, who was in delicate health. 

Guard Hegarty said that he had kept the 
premises under observation for some time, 
and had seen men and women enter by a side 
door. after the shop had been closed. They 
remained, as a. rule, for about ten minutes: — 

The Justice decided to apply the Prokation 
Act, all the wine, except six dozen bottles of 
port, to be forfeited. 


A GAME. OF CARDS. 


In a case against Mrs. Quigley, licensed 
vintner, of Castle -street,—Dalkey, on whose 
premises five persons were found at 5.25 p.m. 
on Sunday, November ó last, it was’ pleaded 
that the men were merely having a game of 
cards in the diningroom, and that no drink 
was supplied to them. 

The case was dismissed, the Justice re- 
marking that it was a proper one for inquiry. 


BOTTLES. UNDER BED. 


Michael Preston, 4 Railway street; was 
fined 40s., or one month’s imprisonment in 
default, for keeping intoxicating liquor for 
sale in his premises without being licensed to 
do so; 

A police witness stated that in a room 
which he searched he found two bottles 
wrapped in a piece of canvas under the hed. 
One contained porter and the other about half 
a pint of port wine.

ACCUSZD. MAN 8. “ VERY 
- UNHAPPY’ LEE.” 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESGN,) .. 

Thomas Henderson: (32), a native of-Amble- 
side, Westmoreland, pleaded guilty “to a 
charge of having. on February’ 21, .1922, 
bigamously married a girl named: Murphy, 
his lawful wife, Esther Henderson, being 
then and now alive and residing in England. 

Mr. Binchy, who (instruetéd: by Mr. Pigott) 
appeared for the accused man, said that he 
thought he could satisfy the Court that there 
were extenuating circumstances in the: case. 
The aceused man had served with distinetion 
in the Great War and married in the year 
1919. The marriage was not a happy one. 
and within a short time the couple separated 
by mutnal consent.

His legal wife was at 
present living with ber people, who were well 
off and had a good position. in England. ; 

The Judge—Have you any reason to suggest 
that the second woman was not deceived. 

Mr. Binchy—I am putting all the facts be- 
fore the police, and I am instructed to say 
that. she was not. 

The Judge—Was he living with the second 
woman up to the time of his arrest? 

Mr. Binchy—-Not for some time before 
that. The accused man was a draughtsman, 
and pursued his calling in Ireland, and any 
santieeal would militate against his chances 
of making a livisg, . 

Mr. E. J.. Kelly, K-.C..- prosecuting, - said 
thai the case had been fairly stated by Mr. 
Binchy, ‘and anything that he or Detective- 
Sergeant Cullinan could say would not throw 
any light on the matter. 

The Judge said that there was a somewhat 
serious case with none of the usual features 
of bigamy, apart from going through the 
second ceremony of marriage. This man ha:l

One thing about “The Playboy of the 
Western World” that can never pall is the 
magnificence of the language, in which Svnge 
clothed his extravaganza. As played ‘ast 
night, not everything that Synge helieved to 
be good was conyeyed to the audience; but 
on the whole the performance was excellent 
in every part f a Spoonerism was per- 
petrated it passed almost unnoticed in the 
laughter of a delighted audience.

Magdalen Asylum Chaplains. 


_ The death of the Rev. J. P. Moncrieff 
Cox, Chaplain of “ The Magdalen,’’ recalls 
the fact that this church has had many 
chaplains of distinction, whose names 
have been household words in Trish 
ecclesiastical circles. In my own time I 
can remember the late Canon Carmichac!, 
a well-known writer in his day, who 
ministered for many years in ‘ Tho 
Magdalen.’’ The Rev. Samuel Hemphill 
followed Dr. Carmichael. His pulpit dis- 
courses, though entirely different in every 
respect from Dr. Carmichael’s. proved 10 
less acceptable to the congregation. which 
at that time comprised many members of 
the legal profession. Next came the Rev. 
Dr, Murray, during whose chaplaincy 
the pulpit has been occupied by such 
distinguished men as the late Dean 
of Carlisle, Dr. Kashdall, and the Rev. 
Canon Hannay (better known, perhaps, as 
George A. Birmingham). Miss Mand 
Royden, a familiar figure in English 
Church circles, has preached once from 
“The Magdalen’s ” pulpit, 


Trish in Brazil. 


Most Irishmen are familiar with the 
deeds of the Irish Brigade on many a 
battlefield of Europe; but few know the 
wretched story of the Irish emigrants who 
were organised to give military service in 
Brazil. In October, 1826, Colone! Cotter, 
an Irish officer in the service of Dorm 
Pedro, Emperor of Brazil, arranged with 
the Government of that country to bring 
over some. thousands of Irishmen as 
military colonists. He came to Ireland, 
and proceeded to organise recruits 
throughout the South. Attracted by the 
offer of free land in return for a short 
period of restricted military service, 
thousands joined for the new adventure. 
Colonel Cotter shipped 2,400 colonists, 
nearly all of whom were able-bodied men. 

These Irish legionaries landed at Rio de 
Janeiro towards the end of 1827. Now 
began their disillusionment. They found 
themselves half-starved, and forced to live 
in dirty empty barracks, where they con- 
tracted fever and disease. Neither the 
authorities nor the natives of Rio wanted 
them, and plainly did everything possible 
to drive them out. Fights and riots con- 
tinued. to grow in violence and frequency ; 
and, finally, things reached such a pitch, 
that the Government determined to send 
them home. About 1,800 were shipped 
back to Ireland. So ended this abortive 
attempt at military colonisation, bringing 
in its train want and misery for many.

Your recent remarks on footpaths— 
writes a correspondent—remind one of the 
often-remarked discrepancy that exists 
between the rule of the road—‘‘ Keep 
to the Left’’—and the rule of the foot- 
path—‘‘ Keep to the Right.” Of 
course, nobody keeps to the rule of the 
footpath; if they did, it would be sheer 
madness. The “ Keep to the Right’’ rule 
means that every time a pedestrian 
stepped off the footpath he would do so 
with his back to the oncoming traffic, 
thus increasing an hundredfold his chances 
of being run over. With the introduc- 
tion of a sane '“ Keep to the Left ” rule 
for walkers, anyone finding it necessary to 
step on to the road would do so with his 
face meeting the approaching vehicles. 

As it is, there is no rule of the foot- 
path in operation: hence the large 
number of jay-walkers in Dublin, As 
jong as our citizens walk the streets in 
an untidy and inconsiderate fashion— 
stopping here and there (perhaps, even 
with perambulators) in the most crowded 
thoroughfares to talk to acquaintances or 
study shop-windows, keeping to any and 
every side of the road—so long will 
pedestrians who are in a hurry leave the 
footpath and walk the road, preferring 
to be numbered among the motor cars, 
Which have some order and method about 
them, than among the foot passengers 
who have none,

There are people in the world who hurry 
past a crowd that-has formed in the street. 
and do not even try to see what has 
happened, or still is happening, to attract 
it, but they are few and far between.

excited. Fearful of a hoax, one grown-up 
asked no questions. but listened intently 
to two of the small watchers. ‘‘ Don't I 
tell you its a salmon”? ” said one, but the 
other was indignant. “ That's no salmon,”’

When I met 
him on the Continent a few days before 
that revolution broke out he impressed me 
strongly as a young man of great fire and 
emotional strength, and I remember that 
the speech he made in the name of young 
Germany at a big public stration 
struck. me as a great oratorical effort. 
Orators, indeed, are more common now on 
the Continent than they are in these 
countries.

making, house-building etc. As ordinari’ 
expressed, we have not the money for thew 
works. Some of the money needed might 
be found if we diverted the expenditure on 
personal luxuries imported from abroad | 
those public utilities provided at home 
This might be done by heavier direc; 
taxation ; but the limit vield 
of taxation out of the present national income 
may already have been reached. The fact js 
that the money needed for improved social 
services and for providing work of a usefu! 
public character for social capital, as I hays 
termed it, can not be obtained except by in 
creasing the available supply of goods for 
immediate consumption—food, raw miaterials 
and manufactures. 

A greater agricultural output of hiche 
value would give us the money. A greater 
industrial production would give us the 
money—provided, of course, that the increase 
in etther case did not coincide with a de 
crease in the other. If we do not increase 
the industrial output, the burden of mai 
taining those who are to be employed vpcn 
the useful public works will fall upon agricu! 
ture. Any increased agricultural production 
would in that case be required to pay for the 
employment of men on public berks, and the 
agriculturalist would not derive benefit fro:

It is because of the necessity for providing 
this useful work and getting a valuable social 
return that a development in our manufactv 
ing industry is required. We must have 
efficient manufactures, highly productive 
factories, to produce commodities of common 
need in this country in substitution for those 
\-hich are now imported. By this means there 
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will be made available the funds required {or 
expenditure on social capital and social 
services. Industries may be established bv 
private enterprise if there is the protection o/ 
tariffs. It may be found necessary, failing 
private enterprise, to esteblish them under 
State auspices. In either case tariff prote 
tion would be needed. ere it practica!

export trade as a State monopoly. and in tha:

the Pope had conferred on the people of Ire- 
land in appointing Archbishop Robinson as 
Papal Nuncio to the Saorstat. It is specially 
gratifying to us, he said, that His Holiness 
has chosen an Irish Franciscan and an Irish- 
man who is proud of his Irish origin as the 
doyen of Ireland's diplomatic corps. He 
comes as the envoy of a court whose 
sovereigns for 1,500 years have held a place 
in the hearts of the Irish people that has 
never been shaken or threatened by the stress 
of centuries. The coming of the Papal Nuncio 
to Ireland is the triumphal conclusion of a 
great chapter in the story of our country 
and the opening of a bright promise of a 
glorious future.

BELFAST’S £500,000 
DOCK SCHEME. 


WORK TO PROCEED 
IMMEDIATELY. 
FLOUR MILL TO BE 
EREGTED.,

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It was announced at the meeting of the 
Belfast Harbour Board yesterday, that work 
is to proceed immediately upon the initial 
stages of the construction of the new dock 
on the County Antrim side of Belfast 
Harbour, upon the site of the timber ponds. 

he new dock will cost, approximately, 
£500,000. 

The procedure to be adopted was con- 
sidered by the Works Committee of the 
Board, and the Committee recommended 
that the engineer be authorised to obtain 
alternative tenders for 

(a) The carrying out of the main dredging 
by contract, and 

(b) The supply of such plant as he may 
consider necessary to enable the dredging 
to be carried out by the Coaimissioners. anc 
to submit a report (with comparative 
estimates of the cost which would be in- 
volved) for consideration by the Board. 

Further, that, in the meantime, the 
Engineer be authorised to commence 
dredging operations immediately, with such 
of the Board’s plant as can be employed in 
the work, and to enclose by means of 
additional banks, such further areas of the 
Board’s foreshore on the County Down side 
of the harbour as he may consider necessary 
for the disposal of spoil raised by dredging 
plant.

EMPLOYMENT. 


At vesterday's meeting of the Harbow 
Board, the Chairman (Mr. th. E. Herdman, 
D.L.) referred to the subject and outlined 
the development of the harbour which the 
scheme would initiate and the employment 
afforded during the next few years. He said 
that it would be observed from the minutes 
of the Works Committee that the Board pro- 
pose immediately to commence the’ work in 
connection with the construction of the pro- 
posed dock on the site of the Timber ,Ponds 
between Dufferin road ance Duncrue street. 
The lease to Messrs: Joseph Rank, Ltd., of 
the site on which they propose to erect a 
flour mill has been duly executed. and, in 
addition to the mill, Messrs. Rank will con- 
struct. at their own expense, two quays—one 
420 feet long with a denth of 30 feet at low 
water, and the other 180 feet long with a 
depth of 23 feet at low water. .These quays. 
on completion, will become the property of 
the Harbour Commissioners. 


GOVERNMENT'S ASSISTANCE. 

The remainder of the dock works and also 
the channel leading direct to the dock from 
the Victoria Channel, wil] be constructed by 
the Board, and in this great undertaking the 
Board are receiving generous financial assist- 
ance from the Government of Northern Ire- 
land, in pursuance of their policy of provid 
ing work for the relief of the unemployed.

WORK FOR FIVE HUNDRED. 


When the constructional works are in 
swing, it is anticipated that about five 
hundred men will be employed—that is, on 
the works which are to be constructed by the 
Board and by Messrs. Rant The work will 
probably extend over a peried of three to 
four years. 

It mav also be of interest to mention that 
the capital cost which will be imeurred by 
the Board and Messrs. Rank will amount to 
over half-a-million pounds. 

In conclusion, Mr. Herdman said that when 
Messrs. Rank’s new mill is in operation it 
should be the means of bringing additional 
foreign steamers with wheat to Belfast, and 
of improving the position of the Port as a 
milling and distributing centre.

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CORK UNIVERSITY 
LECTURE. 
—II— 


EROM OUB SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 

““In the three Colleges in Dublin, Cork, 
and Galway, forming the National Univer- 
sity of Ireland, we have from time to time 
heard addresses by various members of the 
Executive Council of the Irish Free State, 
but this is the first occasion on which we 
have been honoured with a paper by one 
of the leaders of the Opposition.”” In these 
words Professor John Busteed introduced 
Mr, Sean Demasa, T.D., to a largely-attended 
meeting of the University College, Cork, 
Commerce Society here to-night. 

Mr. Lemass was cordially received, and, 
with Professor, Busteed, who presided, there 
were on the platform Alderman F. J. Daly, 
Mr. T. P. Dowdall, Mr. D. J. Coakley, 
M.A.; and Mr. J. Hickey. : 

THE LECTURE. 

“If one considers the world as a unit, 
it: ean be shown that its total wealth will 
be increased if all impediments to the trans- 
portation of goods over national boundaries 
are abolished,’’ said Mr. Lemass. Thu same 
principle was equally true in relation to any 
smaller unit. Free movement of goods 
throughout the twenty-six counties constitut- 
ing the Free State was mor’ conducive to 
prosperity than the granting of extended 
fiscal powers to County Councils, which 
would result in the establishment of Customs 
barriers on the various county borders. 
If Great Britain and Ireland were considered 
as a single entity, free trade between all its 
ports would, undoubtedly, increase, with xn 
increase of its total wenlth. 

Free” trade between (Great Britain and 
Ireiand increased the combined wealth of both 
countries, but the benefits were confined to 
Britain, and the effect on Ireland was whol!yv 
bad. Within less than a century it had 
destroyed Irish industries and struck down 
the population by more than half. Were 
they concerned only for the welfare of 
the old political unit, known as the United 
Kingdom, they would not deplore the 
decay of industry and loss of population, as 
they were more than counter-balanced by the 
growth of population and industry in 
cok say But the prosperity of the ple of 
Ireland was their main concern. Unless they 
wére’ prepared to see the scattering of the 
Irish people over the face of the world, they 
must take steps to preserve and develop the 
industries which provided employment. 


HIGH TARIFFS. 

The entire influx_of foreign goods of the 
classes capable of being manufactured here 
could be stopped by the imposition of tariffs, 
if those tariffs were sufficiently high. ‘hat 
course might not be possible or advisable in 
all circumstances ; because in many cases ex!st- 
ing plant could not immediately supply the 
home demand. In the case of flour and maize 
products, for example, the deficiency in plant 
would demand the importation for a peTiod 
of certain quantities, despite the tariff, which 
might have serious economic consequences. 
This difficulty might be met by restricting 
imports to the bare amount necessary to 
supplement home production. In general, 
however, the cheapest and most effective 
method of affording protection to industry 
was the imposition of Custom duties. 

The economic consequences of partition, 
he said, were obvious. The cost of main- 
taining a duplicated Governmental machine—- 
iwo Cabinets, two Parliaments, two Civil 
two Judiciaries, two Armes and 
two police forces were only one of the evil 
results of that state of affairs. ‘‘ The need 
for patriotism,’’ he said, “did not disappear 
with the handing over of Dublin Castle.’’ 


AGRICULTURE AND EMPLOYMENT. 

Mr. Coakley disagreed with the lecturer's 
contention, that agriculture did not offer any 
direct. or om óig are opportunity for in- 
créasing employment. [he experience of 
Denmark and other of the smaller European 
countries was against this argument, and 
these smalier countries, and not the biz 
nations, were their surest guide. The Danish 
farmer received much less aid from his Govern- 
ment than was afforded in the Free State. 
While we talked of increasing tillage and 
shutting out the import of cereals, the Danes 
increased their tillage and stimulated the 
cereal import. Comparative figures bet-veen 
the two countries showe.} the possibilities for 
agricultural development here. Still, they in 
this country were travelling along the right 
lines in agricultural development, but it could 
not be expected that they could do in eight 
years what bad taken centuries in Denmark. 

Referring to the question of tariffs, Mr. 
Coakley said that protection increased em- 
ployment in the protected industry, but what 
was hidden was the decrease in other employ- 
If they paid a higher price for one 
article, they had less to spend on others, 
which meant decreased éigh saw in these 
industries. If ultimately the scale of pro- 
duction here were sufficiently large to allow 
the home firm to compete on equal terms with 
the foreign firms, tariffs were justified. Mr. 
Lemass, however, was in too great a hurry to 
impose tariffs, and he exaggerated the pos- 
sibilities of their expansion in this country. 

SUBSIDISED WHEAT. 

There was only one justification for sub- 
sidising wheat-growing in the Free State, and 
that was to make provision against the 


or a commercial upheaval. But they were 
never likely to run short of food in Ireland. 
The proper manner of encouraging tillage 
was not, therefore, by subsidising wheat, but 
by copying the Danish methods of develop- 
ing animal production and tillage. Ags a 
mutter of fact, the possibilities for the further 
extension of tariffs, even in respect of manu- 
facturers, were not so great as one might 
suppose, for the time had come when the 
agricultural and industrial fledglings must 
leave the State nest, learn to fly and provide 
for themselves. 

In his concluding remarks Mr. Coakley de- 
clared that he was not clear that a remission 
of income tax would bring about the transfer 
to this country of Irish capital invested 
abroad. This woujd only amount to a differ- 
ence of less than one per cent. per annum, To 
secure that end security and confidence were 
essential factors, for investment security was 
of slow growth and mainly psychological, for 
the rate of dividend was not the main factor 
in investment. The admission that measures 
were required te secure the return of Trish 
capital would retard rather than promote 
that feeling, and their tendency now should 
be to “boost ”" rather than unduly criticise 
their efforts. '

WIRELESS TALK FROM 


BRITISH EMBASSY.

From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday, 

Delivering what he termed his “ swan 
song,” Sir Esmé lfloward, the British 
Ambassador, bade farewell to-night to 
the American people over the wireless. 
He spoke from the State diningroom of 
the British Embassy, the scene of so 
many t diplomatic dinners in the 
se his is the first occasion since the 

mbassy was built, in 1873, on which 
the voice of a Lritish Ambassador has 
been heard over the wireless from this 
historic building. 

After discoursing briefly on the history 
of music in England, Sir Esmé Howard 
thanked the American people for the 
kindness and hospitality he had received 
during his ambassadorship. 

“I have learned many lessons on this 
side of the Atlantic,” he said. “ I have 
admired the wonderful energy, the 
organising power, the constructive genius 
and the refusal to accept defeat, which 
are characteristic of the American people. 
I have admired above all the intensive 
search for truth that is being carried out 
by your great scientific investigators, 
who have come to the assistance, not only 
of your industries, but of those of the 
world at large, in a most generous spirit. 

‘Finally, may I say I leave the 
United States in the fullest hope that 
the most pleasant harmoni¢és may in 
future dominate the relations of all 
English-speaking countries? Music, as 
well as religion and science, should re 
to bind us all to such a frame of min 
that discords may never again enter our 
joint compositions.”’

TRIBUTED. 

Market expectations regarding the 
dividend on Imperial Tobacco of Great 
Britain Shares for the year to October ól 
last have been more than realised. The 
balance distribution is 84 per cent., with 
a bonus of 1s. 6d. per share, or 7} per 
cent., making, with the interim payment 
of 7 per cent., 23 per cent. for the year, 
free of tax. This compares with 26 per 
cent., free of tax, for the previous year, 
but the payment is made, of course, on a 
larger capital; for about a year ago 
£7,487,920 from the general reserve 
account was capitalised and distributed 
among Ordinary shareholders at the rate 
of one new share for every four held. 
The dividend now announced, therefore, 
is equal to 283 per cent. on the formes 
capital, thus showing a substantial in- 
crease for the year. The distribution by 
this £50,000,000 company  fequires 
approximately £825,000 more than ‘or 
previous year. There is an appropriation 
of £487,000, against £500,000, to reserve, 
raising that fund to £4,500,000, and the 
amount carried forward, £1,176,000, shows 
an increase of about £7,000. 

On the announcement the shares rose to 
nearly 1-16, and afterwards eased to 
5 1-32. This price includes the balance 
dividend and bonus, ~ilowing for which 
the shares yield a little over 4 11-16 per 
cent. net, vqual to fully 54 per cent., less 
tax. 
Tt is assumed that the transfer of 
£250,000 to pensions account made ‘n 
respect of the year to October 51, 1928, 
is not repeated on this occasion. Allow- 
ing for that and for the ‘larger sum 
required for the 22 per cent. dividend, 
as well as the larger balance brought into 
the year, the announcement suggests that 
the profits for the past year increased by 
about £350,000, raising the total to very 
little less than £10,000,000; against the 
previous year’s figure of £9,599,700. 
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MOTORIST RUNS INTO 
HOUNDS. 


ROAD SCENE WITH ANGRY 
MASTER. 


A scene on the Great North road, near 
Doncaster, when a motorist is alleged to 
have driven into the Badsworth Hounds 
as they were returning to their kennels 
shortly after dark on December 28th, was 
described in Doncaster Police Court vester- 
day, when William B. Davidson, of Blyth, 
Northumberland, was summoned for 
dangerously driving a motor car. Several 
witnesses for the prosecution appeared in 
court in hunting kit. Major L. B. Holli- 
day, Master of the Badsworth Hunt, said 
that a whipper-in was riding in front ol 
the pack to warn approaching motorists. 
As Davidson’s car approached the first 
whip went into the centre of the road and 
tried to stop it. The car rushed on and 
ran into several couples of hounds. Six 
hounds were injured, and one died soon 
afterwards. He estimated the speed of the 
car at forty to fifty miles an hour. 

Major Holliday admitted that he was 
very angry, and that he called the defen- 
dant a swine, and told him to go back to 
Northumberlund and keep out of York- 
shire. Davidson said that he was. only 
going about eighteen miles an hour, and 
did not know the horsemen were signalling 
to him. He regretted having injured the 
hounds. 

The magistrates said that Davidson 
ought to have seen the hounds on the 
road.

Public support for the Wild Birds 
Protection Bill, which, on the initiation 
of Senator 8. L.' Brown, has passed 
through the Senate, was forthcoming in 
the most enthusiastic manner possible at 
a very large meeting held in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, yesterday afternoon. 


THE PROVOST OF TRINITY, 

The Provost of Trinity College, Mr. 
E. M. Gwynn, who presided, said that 
the meeting had been called in support of 
a bill for the protection of wild birds, 
which had been introduced and carried 
through the Senate, thanks to the exer- 
tions of Senator Samuel Brown, to whom 
the birds of Ireland and those who loved 
them owed a great debt of gratitude. That 
bill would shortly come before the Dail, 
and that meeting was called to give all the 
support public opinion could give, and to 
help to secure its passing. He was very 
glad to see such a large meeting, as the 
attendance of so many people showed that 
the public regarded this as a serious 
matter which should not be treated with 
indifference and apathy. Some people 
would like to tell them that the preserva- 
tion of birds was not a matter sufficiently 
important to occupy the attention of their 
legislators—that an affair was not really 
important unless the interest involved 
could be expressed in terms of pounds, 
shillings and pence ; but he did nt agree 
with that view. Life would not be worth 
much to them without its pleasuros, and 
one of the great factors in their lives was 
the pleasure derived from their sympsthy 
with the live creatures, enjoyment of their 
beauty. and interest in their habits. 

There never had been any difficulty: in 
the past i: getting parliaments in these 
islands to take seriously the question of 
the preservation of birds when the 
ultimate object was the pleasure of one 
class, and when the pleasure of that class 
was found in destroying the birds. What 
they were looking at in this instance was 
not the pleasure of a leisured class, but 
the pleasure of everybody—of everyone 
who had eyes in his head, sympathy in 
his heart, and a serviceable pair of legs 
and a short afternoon to enjoy himself 
in the country. The pleasure that they 
aimed at was not the pleaure of destroy- 
ing, but the pleasure of enjoying, birds. 


THE COMMERCIAL INSTINCT. 

Supporters of the bill were told “that 
there were some people who made money 
out of those pursuits which the bill was 
trying, if not to abolish, at all events, to 
keep in control, such as the snaring of 
goldfinches and the selling of plovers’ 
eggs. The reply to that charge was that 
even those people might in the long run 
benefit from a bill such as this. because, 
left to themselves, those people, whose 
only thought was gain, were apt to be 
shortsighted, and would end in destroying 
the very creatures out of which they 
made their livelihood. They all knew 
that the sperm whale, the egret and 
many other animals and birds would have 
been exterminated long age if those who 
had the commercial instinct had been left 
unchecked to their activities. In the same 
way, if left to themselves in this country, 
bird-catchers would soon exterminate birds 
like the goldfinch: 

He knew that a previous bill introduced 
by the same Senator had not succeeded in 
passing through Dail Eireann, but. the 
present bill would. go forward with the 
advantage of the experience gained on the 
previous occasion. The present bill was 
wider and more comprehensive, and avoided 
certain objections brought against the 
previous bill. It included all the pro- 
visions for the preservation of birds to be 
found in existing legislation, and added 
not only the substantial provisions of the 
previous bill, but more which were omitted 
from that measure. 


APPEAL TO THE DAIL. 

Mr. Edmund Lupton, K.C., proposed 
the following motion :—‘‘ That this meet- 
ing, publicly held in the Mansion. House, 
Dublin, on January 21st, warmly welcomes 
the passage through the Seanad of the 
Wild Birds Protection Bill, introduced by 
Senator 8S. L. Brown, and makes an 
earnest appeal to all members of Dail 
Fireann, when that measure comes before 
them, to do their utmost to secure its 
passage into law, as being highly conducive 
to the growth of the spirit of kindness, to 
the benefit of agriculture, and to the 
presorvation of the wild life of our land.” 

He said that they were indebted for the 
summoning of that meetine to the Irish 
Society for Protection of Birds, the Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals of 
Dublin and also of Wicklow County. The 
activities of those societies enabled them 
to have a special knowledge of the ways 
of birds and what was good for bird life. 
He thought they would agree with him 
that the resolution could not have been 
better worded. They were next indebted 
to Senator Brown. 

The present bill embodied in one measure 
all the provisions of the existing legisla- 
tion dealing with bird protection; but it 
did a great deal more, because it embodied 
special provisions to meet special diffi- 
culties that existed at the moment. There 
were two thines that commended the bill 
to him. In the first place, it was not 
fanatical, and, in the second, it was a bill 
upon which everybody in the country could 
agree. 


BIRDS AS DECOYS. 


Reviewing the provisions of the bill, he 


| said that they aimed at the prevention of 


cruelty by making it a punishable offence 
to use live birds as scarecrows or decoys. 
He did not know whether people who used 
birds in this way realised that they were 
cruel, but the person who used a blind 
bird as decoy could not but realise that it 
was cruelty. The use of bird-lime was also 
made a punishable offence, and the 
offender was liable to a fine of £25 and 
imprisonment for three months. The bill 
also provided against the use of traps 
likely to injure birds or the keeping of 
birds in improper cages. He referred to 
the rapid disappearance of the goldfinch 
from the country, and said that the bill 
would prevent the export of these birds. 

If there were people who had to live by 
catching birds, nobody objected’ provided 
that they did so reasonably; but here was 
a case of killing the goose that laid the 
golden eggs, and at the pTesent time it 
seemed that the protection of the goldfinch 
was absolutely necessary to preserve the 
stock in this country.

The Government sustained a heavy 
defeat in the House of Lords this even- 
ing, when, on the motion of tne Marquis 
of Salisbury, it was decided by 107 votes 
to 18 to cefer the consideration of the 
earlier clauses of the Unemployment 
Insurance Bill so as to permit of the in- 
troduction of an amendment which would 
limit the operations of the bill to the 
next financial year. Lord Salisbury ex- 
plained that he was greatly alarmed at 
the proposal to bring children within the 
demoralising influence of the dole. That 
was only one of several reasons why the 
bill should not become a permanent Act 
of Parliament. 

Subsequently Lord Salisbury’s amend- 
ment limiting the operation of the bill 
to the 3lst March, 1931, was carried with- 
out a division. i 

Another blow awaited the Government 
in connection with the genuinely-seeking- 
work clause, which had beer so much 
debated in the Commons. This clause, 
said Lord Banbury, in moving its dele- 
tion, was putting » premium on idleness 
by throwing- the onus of proof on the 
Labour Exchanges. 

The amendment, on a division, was 
carried against the Government by 94 
votes to 14. : 

The Committee stage of the bill was 
concluded. 

Earlier in the evening the Earl ~f 
Harewood, the husband of Princess Mary, 
took the oath and his seat, on succession 
to the title. 

When the House of Commons re- 
assembled this afternoon after the 
Christmas holidays the attendance was 
not large. Mr. Thomas was asked 
several questions in regard to unemploy- 
ment, and, in reply, said that he was con- 
tinually developing and expanding his 
policy, but he declined to enlarge upon 
the speech which he made at Manchester 
in reference to financial aid from the City 
of Londen. 

At the close of question hour the Prime 
Minister announced that he intended to 
introduce a Slum Clearance Bill during 
the next two or three weeks. 

The House then considered the unem- 
ployment problem. Mr. J. Lawson, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour, introduced a supplementary 
estimate, and explained that the bulk f 
the sum of four millions related to th- 
Government's contribution to the Unem- 
ployment Fund, in respect of the trans: 
tional provisions. Speaking of the train- 
ing of men for employment overseas and 
for transference to other districts, he said 
that the centres established for this 
purpose had proved so valuable that it was 
proposed to set up two more centres, 
which would be capable of dealing with 
between nine thousand and ten thousand 
men. Arrangements were being made 
whereby the wives and families of men 
undergoing training would be. cared for, 
and special provisions were proposed for 
dealing with the older single men who 
had no one to look after them. 

Major Elliot commented on the fact that 
the unemployment figures were still rising, 
and he attributed this to the uncertainty 
as to the future created by the vagueness 
of the Lord Privy Seal’s statements... Maior 
Elliot, however, seemed more concerned 
with the attack made by Mr. Sffowden on 
Mr. Churchill before the adjournment, 
when he charged the ex-Chancellor with 
raiding. the Unemployment Fund to the 
extent of ten millions. Well, what Mr. 
Churchill did was to lower the levy on 
wages. To call that robbery was a misuse 
of the word, and showed that -the 
“ abysmal ignorance’? which he applied 
to the ex-Chancellor was not all on one 
side of the House. 

Mr. Buchanan, referring to a statement 
made by Mr. Tom Johnston, the Under- 
Secretary for Scotland, which contained 
the suggestion that men and women over 
sixty should be given a retiring pension of 
30s. a week, asked if that was a serious 
proposal, or one made for propaganda 
purposes only. 


SLUM CLEARANCE. 


Sir Oswald Mosley, replying for the 
Government, said that they had slum 
clearance schemes and land drainage 
schemes ready, but such matters were out- 
side the ambit of to-day’s debate, and 
could not be discussed. In due course 
the Government would be prepared to 
be judged on facts and achievements,, but 
it was too much to expect that they would 
materially affect the unemployment 
problem in the course of a few months. 
Tt was true that the Liberal Party pledged 
themselves at the general election to 
reduce unemployment to normal in the 
course of a year, but Labour candidates 
specifically refrained.from giving such a 
pledge. The problem was not one that 
could be solved by an appointed day. As 
to the policy of a pension for persons over 
sixty, he surmised that Mr. Johnston was 
merely pursuing a favourite topic and dis- 
cussing possibilities. 

Miss Bondfield said that she did not 
anticipate any immediate drop in the 
volume of unemployment. The industries 
of the country were suffering from 
cumulative neglect, and it was inevitable 
that in the process of reorganisation there 
should be more unemployment until the 
corner was turned.

PROPOSED EXPERIMENTAL 
FLIGHT. 


An air mail service between Queenstown 
and Paris is one of the aspirations of 
Colonel Russell, former officer command- 
ing the Irish Free State Air Force, who, 
since his retirement from that position, 
has been interesting himself in the de- 
velopment of civil aviation. 

In discussing his plans for an experi- 
mental flight, Colonel Russell, yesterday, 
told an Irish Times representative that he 
had opened negotiations with Messrs. 
Vickers, with a view to obtaining a suit- 
able flying boat, and with parties in- 
terested in the development of Cork 
Harbour, with the object of securing the 
necessary finances to cover the cost of the 
flight.

THE KING AND THE 
CONFERENCE. 


A GREAT OCCASION, 
oe scale 


The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—It was fitting that the King 
himself should open the Conference on the 
limitation and reduction of naval arma- 
ments. No one else could have given the 
same dignity to a great occasion or repre- 
sented the nation so truly. | 

Speaking from the throne in the historic 
setting of the Royal Gallery of the House 
of Lords, His Majesty, himself a sailor by 
choice and early training, welcomed the 
delegates of the other naval Powers in an 
address of simple and impressive dignity. 

In making this the occasion for his first 
appearance since his illness in a public 
State function, in the ‘welcome he ex- 
tended to the delegates, and in the hopes 
he expressed for the success of their 
deliberations, His Majesty faithfully 
interpreted the feelings of all his subjects. 

Though visitors from more demonstra- 
tive communities may fail to realise it, 
the people of this country have followed 
al] the preliminary negotiations and are 
following all the proceedings of the Con- 
ference with the deepest interest and the 
warmest hope for their success. It would 
be strange, indeed, if it were not. so. 
Nothing can leave us unmoved that touches 
the naval defence of our small island, of 
our scattered Empire and of our wide- 
flung lines of communication. 


THE PREMIER'S WORDS. 


As the Prime Minister put it in his 
opening address as Chairman. of the Con- 
ference: “ Our navy is no mere super- 
fuity to us. It is us.” And it follows, 
as he said, that “if this country is to 
make a contribution to peace which will 
be one of deeds, as well as of words, it 
must be as a naval Power.” 

Almost as important as good-will is a 
clear understanding on the part of each 
Power of the special needs and the special 
ideas of all the others; and this, too, to a 
very great extent, has already been 
secured. Among those who have been 
most in touch with the preparatory work, 
disheartening as it has sometimes seemed, 
there is an underlying confidence that the 
Conference will, in fact, be a success. The 
moment, they. feel, is opportune for 
ancther step in advance, following up the 
step that was taken eight years ago at 
Washington. 


AWAY: FROM WAR. 


During these eight years the minds of 
men have turned away more and more 
from the idea of war. The League of 
Nations has steadily grown in practical 
usefulness and authority; the permanent 
Court of International Justice has proved 
its worth by the Pact of Paris ; practically 
all the nations of the world have re. 
nounced war as an instrument of national 
policy, and have pledged themselves never 
to seek a settlement of their differences 
except by pacific means, and in so doing 
they have recognised how deeply aversion 
from war is becoming ingrained in the 
public sentiment of civilisation. 

On the very eve of this Conference the 
nineteen Governments concerned in the 
thorny problem of reparations have at last 
succeeded incoming to a unanimous agree- 
ment. With the probabilities of peace 
thus strengthened, the world feels that it 
has a right to expect an easing of the 
burdens imposed upon it in preparation 
for war, a reduction in the insurance 
premium to correspond with the decrease 
in the risk—feels, in short, that it is time 
something was done towards redeeming the 
promise implicit in the disarmament 
clauses of the Treaty of Versailles which 
were imposed on Germany, “ in order to 
render possible the initiation of a general 
limitation of tho armaments of all 
nations.”’

MR. PATEL’S STATEMENT. 


The Delhi Correspondent of The Times 
telegraphed yesterday :—A 
announcement was made in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly by Mr. Patel, the Presi- 
dent, this afternoon, on the demand of the 
Lahore Congress.that he should resign his 
position and seat. 

Mr. Patel recalled his many statements 
in the last few years to the effect that 
since his election to the chair he had 
ceased to belong to any party. He had, 
he said, wanted to resign as a protest 
against the personnel of the Statutory 
Commission, and for other réasons other 
times, but his friends had always per- 
suaded him that he could serve the 
country better by retaining the chair than 
by returning to political life. On’ some 
occasions when he had been at issue with 
the Government he had continued in office 
under the advice of the Viceroy, to whom 
he paid a feeling tribute. He re-afirmed 
the principle that the President should 
be above all parties, and he would be un- 
worthy of confidence if he allowed his 
conduct to be influenced by any party 
inside or outside the House. 

“I venture to think,” he said, “ that 
this principle must, and will, hold good 
under any form of Government. In these 


ing and, indeed, destroying all the work 
it is claimed I have done during the last 
four years or more were I to tender my 
resignation in obedience to the mandate 
of the Congress.’ 


A FINAL ADJUSTMENT. 


Mr. Patel then referred to the Viceroy’s 
statement, and declared that relations 
between Great Britain and India could be 
finally adjusted only on the basis of 
India’s right to Dominion status being 
acknowledged without any reservation, 
and of the method of giving effect to that 
decision being examined in some joint and 
equal conference between plenipvotentiaries 
of the two countries. 

Theré is some criticism that Mr. Patel’s 
statement contains contradictory pussages, 
but it must be remembered that he was 
addressing a wider audience than the 
Legislative Assembly, and has recently 
been in an extraordinarily difliculi posi- 
tion, Great pressure to resign has ben 
brought to bear on him, and it is an open 
secret that he has been in fear of his lile.

EVIDENCE. 


A description of Hatry’s headquarters 
at Pinners Hall as a ‘* perfect rah of 
activity,’’ with all the defendants working 
early and late, was given when the 
Hatry trial was resumed at the Old 
Bailey, London, yesterday, before Mr. 
Justice Avory. 

The first witness, Mr. Alfred E. Dean, 
Borough Treasurer of Swindon, said that 
on January 7th last year he was intro- 
duced to Daniels and Dixon at Pinners 
Hall, and discussed with them the raising 
of a loan of £500,000 for Swindon as a 
private issue. Ke saw them again on 
February 14th, when arrangements were 
completed for the Jloan—Corporation and 
General Securities, Ltd., to bring out the 
issue and purchase all the stock. 

Mr. Dean said that £250,000 was to be 
paid immediately, £150,000 on July Ist, 
and the balance in January of this vear. 
On March 15th the £250,000 was received. 
The witness wrote for payment of the 
£150,000 on July 1st, and he received a 
letter from Dixon explaining that as they 
had only been able to place half the 
stock owing to market conditions, it would 
be more convenient to arrange. the pay- 
ment about the middle of the month. : 


POSTPONED PAYMENTS APPROVED. 


Replying to Mr. Jnstice Avory. Mr. 
Dean said that he had beon asked bv tele. 
phone for postponement ol payment of 
that instalment, and he wrote agreeing. 
In June he received 450 certificates 
amounting to £225,000. ‘They were re- 
gistered, and definite certificates were 
handed over to the Midland Bank on Sep- 
tember 19th. It was suegesied that these 
scrip-certificates were forgeries, the wit- 
ness told the judge. 

When the payment of the second instal- 
ment was not made in the middle of Julw 
he called at Pinners Hall and saw either 
Dixon or Tabor. ‘the statement was 
again made that they had not been able 
to place all the stock owing to market. con- 
aitions, and payment would he made at 
the end of August, but at the end of 
August no payment was made. On Sep- 
tember 20th he received 50 scrip certifi- 
cates of £50 each, nominal value, from 
Messrs. Kleinworts. He also received 225 
scrip certificates of £1,000 each from 
Lloyds Bank. 


SCRIP CERTIFICATES REFUSED. 


On the same day he received from 
Cohen, Laming and Hoare, throuch 
Lloyds Bank, 275 similar certificates for 
£1,000 each. The result was that by the 
end of that day he had been asked to 
issne £750,000. He refused to accept the 
scrip certificates handed in by Lloyds 
Bank for £500,000. 

Mr. Birkett, K.C. (cross-examining)—I 
do not make any point of it, but you 
never saw Hatry at all in this matter? I 
did not. 

Mr. Dean said that all the printing was 
done through Corporation and General 
Securities, Ltd. 


CHIEF CLERK’S EVIDENCE. 


Henry Page said that during last year 
he was Chief Clerk in the issue department 
of Secretarial Services, Ltd., which 
carried out the secretarial work in con- 
nection with the Hatry group of com- 
panties. Since 1927 Corporation and 
General Securities, Ltd., had issued nine- 
teen Corporation loans. About March 
12th the whole of the Swindon. loan had 
been issued im. the form of scrip 
certificates. The Gloucester loan was 
privately issued at about the same time. 
The whole of it was purchased by the 
Austin Friars Trust. 

The witness was handed a cheque drawn 
on Corporation and General Securities, 
Ltd., and sicned by Daniels in return for 
the allotment letter. He issued the 
necessary number of scrip certificates 
which were handed to the Westminster 
Bank. 


A CONVERSATION WITH DIXON. 

At about June 22nd or 23rd, Mr. Page 
said, Mr. Dixon sent for me and asked 
me what scrip certificates I had for 
Swindon and Gloucester. I said “ None; 
you will remember we only ordered the 
exact quantity for the two loans."’ He 
said: “* We shall require some certificates 
of less than £1,000 for Stock Exchange 
purposes.” He instructed me to order 
£250,000 scrip for each loan in denomina- 
tions of £500 each. I said: ‘“* What shal! 
I get in return,” and he said “you will 
get back certificates of £1,000 each for a 
corresponding amount. '' 

The witness said that he did not cet 
back those certificates. Two days later he 
asked Dixon for the £1,000 certificates. 
Dixon said: “' You will receive them in a 
day or two.” He also ordered 500 more 
Gloucester certificates for £500 each. 


GLOUCESTER LOAN OVER-ISSUED. 

On June 25th a clerk called from Lloyds 
Bank and presented two allotment letters 
for £75,000 each, and asked for scrip 
certificates in exchange. “1 told him,’’ 
said Mr. Page, ' that I had no senp 
certificates, and [ spoke to Mr. Dixon 
about it. He said that it was quite meht, 
and handed me a bundle of Gloucester 
scrip for £150,000, which I gave to the 
clerk.’’ 

The position then, said the witness, was 
that the Gloucester loan had been over- 
issued by £150,000. 

Mr. Roome (for the Crown)—What did 
you say about that? Nothing at the time, 
because I thought I should get scrip for 
£1,000 in exchange for it to a correspond- 
ing amount. 

Mr. Page said that he afterwards spoke 
to Dixon. five or six times about the 
matter, and once Dixon said: '' The 
matter is not settled: I must have a word 
with Mr. Daniels about it.”’
